The question of opening a second front in Indochina should the cease fire

a. An attack would draw away United Nations forces which might be thrown 
into the Korean War and would divert the attention of the Anglo-Ameri- 
can bloc. 

b. While the French troops and the new army of Bao Dai have not yet re- 

ceived large; supplies of American arms, the Democratic Republic of 
Vi$t$0 units increased in strength.

to liberate Indochina with little assistance from outside.

d. The .parly liberation of Indochina would pave the way for the liberation 
of other countries of Southeast Asia and thus give the Soviets control

4. The majority of representatives voted against the resolution for liberating 
Taiwan, because of the presence of the 7th Fleet. 

5. Thepe was a difference of opinion between military and political leaders 

on thb <^estion ,o^ The military commander^ favored an 

attaok because of Nationalist use of Hong Kong as their intelligence base 
and as headquarters for directing' guerrilla units in Communist China. Suc- 
oess^jQ^pooupatidn of Hong Kong would bring about peace and order and elimi- 
nat^aAWfi^ oirmrunis t guerrilla activities. Most political leaders opposed 
attacking Hong Kong because the British and the United States had better 
, military pldns foe fiong Kong than the French had for Indochina. Because 
Great Britain recognizes Communist China, agression against Hong Kong might 
start a world war, which would please the Nationalist Government on Taiwan. 

An attack would repeat mistakes made by Japan when she started her aggressions 
in Southeast Asia. Hong Kong as it is now is an advantage because it pro- 
vides Communist China with vital strategic supplies and industrial raw ma- 
terials.. The Communist 8:^03$' also use it as an intelligence base.
